HISS the traveler has crossed the 
sandy Kio Grande heuasfieqiient 
occasion to feel that the New 
Woild and tlie nineteenth century 


bave been left behind. He feels that he 
has been carried across the seas to the 
Orient, with the swing of time turned 
backward tor a few centuries. Old 
Mex- 


ico has the railroad and telegraph, a pro- 
gressive troverjment and religious toler- 
ance; but tha spirit of modern enterprise 
and advanced ideas is but beginning to 
be felt among the great majority of the 
descendants of the departedMontes-.il mas. 


The country in its physical aspects, its 


white-walled towns and olcl-Mme cus- 
toms, reminds one constantly of I ales- 
tine, Arabia and other far Eastern coun- 
tries, and clings as tenaciously as do they 
to the usages of centuries ago. The 
bur- 


ro is still the successful competitor of 
the locomotive, and the tlneshing ma- 
chine is given second place against the 
ancient earthen threshing Uoor with the 
donkeys and oxen treading out the grain. 
Time lias no value, and common labor is 
very cheap; so improved methods are 
much dearer, and are at a decided dis- 
count under ordinary circumstances. 
The Mexican of the class is not only en- 
tirely content with his laborious lot, but 
is altogether assured, in his own tnind, 
that his ciude implements are the best 
ever known, and that his ancient tools 
and habits of work can never be improv- 
ed upon. 


American plows are little used in 
Mex- 


ico. 
The native peon, who earns from 


twenty-five to foity-live cents a day at 
farming for his patron, has a better im- 
plement, he thinks. 
It is a rough, 


wooden beam, from which descends a 
prong, crudely shod with iron, and whicli 
barely scratches the earth aa it clumsily 
drags along behind his slow moving yoke 
of oxen. The plow is guided by a single 
handle, leaving one hand of the driver 
free to goad on his animals with a long 
stick which he carries 
Some of the 


more enterprising haienilados have ot 
late years been making the expeiiment 
of using modern plows on their great es- 
tates, but the trial has not generally 
proved satisfactory. The native plow- 
man protests at the innovation, and he 
points out, with a calm superiority all 
his own, th« many defects ot the foieign 
article. 


If the plow be given him to work with 


he will ask permission to saw off one oi 


which is daily brought to his table, but 
the natives do. 


The Mexican eook is as untutored in 


her knowledge of cooking-stoves and 
kitchen ranges as ia her toiling sister re- 
garding washing-machines. 
However 


carefully the use of the wonderful new 
piece of kitchen furniture might be ex- 
plained it is altogether probable that the 
dusky native cook would, if left to her- 
self, build the flre in the oven, and put 
the bread to bake in the fire-box, and in 
other innocently ingenious ways maltreat 
the stove. 


The Ttrasern is the historic Mexican 


substitute for a cooking-stove. Among 
the poor it is a very simple, urn-shaped 
affair of home-made pottery, with a hol- 
low base m which a tiny charcoal Die 
may be kept alive by constant i'anning, 
the whole being no heavier, and little 
larger, than a good-sized (lower-pot. On 
the flaiing upper edge of the urn several 
small earthen dishes, or one large one, 
may be set to cook the food, and thus 
the simple meal is prepared. 


In the more pretentious homes o£ the 


upper classes this brasero takes on more 
elaborate detailn. It is then solidly built 
if brick and mortar an part of the house, 
and is well finished in tiles. Its surface 
is raised to the height of a cooking-stove, 
with holes about a foot square, under 
each of which is kept going a charcoal 
blaze, some of the larger bruseroa having 
twenty-five to thirty openings, for cook- 
in|/ a large number of dishes at the same

the handles, as a useless thing which he 
Unds in the way. Oue-haudled Ameri- 
can plows are now regularly on the 
Mexican market, and are slowly gaining 
m popularity ; but for all-round utility 
the arado antir/uo atill retains the pres- 
tige which it has held, in one crude form 
or other, for thousands of j ears all over 
the ancient world. A favorite charge 
ia the past against the use of the steel 
plowshare has been that it will poison 
the ground, and make the soil uuproduc 
tive. 


Mexican washerwomen have no faith 


m modern washing-machines, or improv- 
ed methods of laundry work. They 
would considei one of their number as 
little less than a heretic were she to at- 
tempt to do her work elsewhere than be- 
side an open stream of water, and with 
any other apparatus than a trough of 
stone or wood, a round stone for beat- 
ing the aiticles to be washed, a piece of 
home-made soap and a pair of lusty 
aims. In the larger towns and cities 
public wash-bouses are erected by the 
municipality, aud ttieie the lavanderai, 
repair m large numbers every day. Bade 
stone trays are placed about tour foot 
apart in a row on each side of a stream 
of cold water toward which they slope, 


Each worker is allowed one of these, 


with room for the soiled garments on 
one side, and a place for the articles as 
they are washed, on the other. Hfo hot 
water is used. The woman kneels be- 
fore the crude stone table and goes 
through the regulation washboard mo 
lions as she vigorously works her arms 
and body. If the dirt in the garments 
be bard to loosen she industriously 
pounds the clothes with a stone, and, of 
course, breaks the buttons and bends the 
buckles with all the success, in this re- 
gdrd, of the most approved steam laun- 
dries in the United States. If the fabric 
to be naaheil be a fine one, or its colors 
liable to "run," she dispenses with oidi- 
nary soap, using, instead, the crushed 
root of the amole, or soap plant. 


A Mexican laaandera receives twenty- 


five cents a day for her punishing toil, 
and she is entiiely content with the wage 
and her way of earning it. With half a 
hundred women at work at the same 
time in one of the lamnderias publicas 
it is a picturesque- and bizarre sight. 


The average Mexican town is without 


water mains into the houses, so water 
for domestic purposes is drawn from the 
public fountains and vended from door 
to door by leather-aproned aquations, 
bearing upon their backs picturesque 
vessels of hide or pottery, who cry their 
trade with loud-lunged insistence about 
tbe streets and into the patios of the 
bouses. Pulque and milk are brought to 
maiket in the shins of pigs, gouts and 
sheep, which are stripped off the animal 
carcass with cutting of tbe pelt only at 
tbe oeck and legs, and turned inside out, 
all of the openings but one being tied up 
securely. The average American, it is 
nef^as to say, does not relish tbe savor 
of goat hide or swine skin in tbe milk 


Congressman Hull, of Iowa, chairman 


of the committee on military afiairs, has 
just returned with a Congressional com- 
mittee from the battlefleld of Vickaburp. 
lie says : "Our committee was entei- 
tained 
with 
characteristic Southern 


hospitality. We were shown over the 
battlefield by General S D, Lee, a cousin 
of the great Confederate leader. He is 
familiar with every point on the battle- 
field, for he wag one of General Pember- 
ton's chief assistants in the defense of 
Vicksbnrg. 


"There is a bill pending appropriating 


$75 000 for the purchase of tbe battlefield, 
and I am in favor of it. The committee 
will also unanimously favor the bill. It 
was at the siege of Vickaburg that Gen- 
eral Grant displayed his greatest mili- 
tary skill. The Federal Hue of battle 
was seven and a half rnilea long, bnt the 
real fighting line was a little more than 
three miles long. On the Federal left, 
General Sherman faced both ways. That 
is, he aided in the siege of Viclisburg, 
while he kept his army constantly in 
readiness to move out to meet General 
Joseph E. Johnston, who was demon- 
strating in Grant's rear during the en 
lire siege." 


Congressman Hugh Belknap, whose 


father became general of volunteers, and 
made a tallant soldier history under 
Grant, afterwards becoming Secretary 
of War, visited the battlefleld with the 
committee. He says : 


"I am in tuvor ot this bill, and shall 


vote as well as work for its passage. It 
was around and before Vicksburg that 
Grant taught the nations of the world 
lessons in the art ot war, and it was 
there that he began to teach our own 
nation tha value of peace."

The play of cloud and sunshine, 
of light and shade, during the varyiri 
houra of the day, gives the beholder tt 
most enchanting vision of distant seen 
ery. From Denver we traveled direct] 
south through Colorado, along the bas 
of the Rockies, till we came to Colored 
Springs and Manitou, the resort cities o 
the far-famed Pike's Peak region. Ohey 
enne Mountain, made known to th 
world by the able pen of Helen Hun 
Jackson, and rendered sacred as her las 
restiog place, ia just north of the Springs 
llanitou is ao ideal summer resort, sur 
rounded 
by scenery more beautiful 


grand and varied than any similar re- 
sort in the world. In "The Garden o 
the Gods," easily accessible from Mani 
tou, 
nature seems to bave perpetrate^ 


many strange freaks of sculpture am 
urchitectuie. The solitude is unbroken 
by man, but inanimate forms of stone 
supply quaint and grotesque suggestion 
of life. Here are immense crumbling 
columns which reach the height of thre< 
and four hundred feet. 
Two of the lof tt- 


er ones, with a small space between 
make tbe portals of the famed gateway. 
Except their form, their most striking 
feature is their led color, which glows 
with au intensity unknown in any of the 
sandstones of the East. Standinp out 
lined against a spotless sky of blue with 
tbe white light of the sun falling upon 
them, these portals flash with a brilliant 
splendor. Inside tbe Garden, columns 
of pure white suggest the ruins of a vast 
temple, once the receptacle of the sacred 
shrine of the gods. Hf-re nature is seen 
in her grandest as well as her most fan- 
tastic moods. 
The great mountain 


peaks, massive and gigantic, lift them- 
selves into a region of perpetual snow. 
Here are canons, each miles in length, 
where tbe granite mountains have been 
cleft asunder and rock walla riae perpen- 
dicularly a thousand feet. 
In the midst 


of this wonderland Pike's Peak rears her 
snowy head, from which a panorama of 
surpassing grandeur is unfolded to the 
vision. 


Soon we were compelled to leave this 


land of wonder and charm. The crown- 
ing wonder of the state, tbe Boyal Gorge, 
next burst upon our eight, as the train 
thundered into its narrow depths, fol- 
lowing the curve of f.he Arkansaw. 
What glories of rocks confront the wide 
distended eye I The sharp edged cliffs, 
rising perpendicularly from the gushing 
waters, splinter at tbe top into airy pin- 
nacles. 
The startled traveler quickly 


loses all apprehension in the wondrous 
beauty and grandeur of the scene, for 
here nature asserts herself in all her 
glory. On the prairie our train of four- 
teen coaches, rising high above the sur- 
face of the country, seemed lordly and 
immense ; here between cliffs raising to 
the height of 3,000 feet on either side, 


on the plain. The ascuiitof the Eockies 
only now really bagma. The train was 
to be lifted to an altitude of 11,000 feet, 
by one of the most daring feats of engi- 
ceeriDg ever accomplished on the great 
"Continental 
Divide." 
To 
travel 


through the mountains on a narrow 
gage railway is a thrilling aud novel sen- 
sation. The size and silent majesty of 
the mountains impress one ao deeply 
that aa the little climber thunders into ii 
labyrinth of passages, vaulta, lavinea, 
precipices and cbambeis gigantic and 
dreamy, there is such a solemnity that it 
seems man is attacking some secret on 
which God himself had set a seal. Tlie 
road climbs and clings to the rising cliffs 
Presently the earth aud stately pinen 
have receded and the train rolls along a 
mere giauite shelf in mid-iiir. 
Above, 


the wall rises a thousand leet; below 
are hundreds of feet of perpendicular 
depth and a deep river. The cunun is 
here a mere rent in the mountains, so 
narrow that a pebble may be tossod 
across. 


In the shadows of the rocks all is soli- 


tary, weird and awful. 
The giade rises 


steadily at a rate of over two hundred 
feet to the mile, now by winding on one, 
now by climbing the face of the opposite! 
mountain, whence the tourist looks upon 
four lines of road, terrace upon terrace, 
the last so far below m to be quite indis- 
tinct to view. As the road inachea Al- 
pine altitudes, where in the 
winter 


months, the storm king holds full douiiu- 
ou, great snow sheda cover the tracks, 
and through a succession of these the 
•lurnmitia reached. Marshall Pass, the 
summit of the Itockies, is almoat, 11,QUO 
eot above the sea, commanding a view 
)f both Atlantic and Pacific slopes, one 
if the most awe-inspiring views on the 
:ontineut. Colorado is spread out at 


a span's breadth apart, fairy castlea, ai 
occasional tranquil snrnmerland, a paaa 
ing glimpse of a dazzling snow suromir 
iar away in the upper ether—throe form 
the memory of the Rockies and their 
canons and piecipicea ; but still remain!) 
an indefinable sense of something not 
held fast and not described. It is the 
spirit of beauty, the power of pure en- 
nobling scenery, whicli cannot be taken 
awny from its home or ever be reproduc 
ed in words.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 


The Truth About Thl« Young and Ambition* 


Monarch. 


The German Emperor has been ridi- 


culed by foreign critics mercilessly since 
he ascended the throne. This was natu- 
ral, 
because he succeeded two great 


lulers and soldiers, and seemed to lack 
the great qualities for which they had 
been conspicuous. It was easy for for- 
eign writers to sneer at him as a vain- 
glorious soldier who had never bt«u 
under flre. 


In reality he is a much cleverer mon- 


arch than bis enemies abroad have sup- 
rased. He lucks neither energy nor 
force of character and he understands 
rermjny. 
His first object after his accession was 


a dispel the delusion that he was under 
lis mother's infiuence and predisposed 
to take English views of. Germany's in- 
terests. It was important for him to do 
this, because the Empress Frederick 
was known to be the most capable of 
Queen Victoria's children, and to have 
exerted a powerful influence over his 
father. 


When the E-aperor had shown 
him- 


self to be a thorough German, his next 
step was to remove a rival whose moral 
authority was greater than his own. 
This was Piince liismark, the real 
founder of the empire. So long as be 
remained Chancellor, the Emperor was 
a subordinate figure, acting upon his ad- 
vice, and luled by him. 
This nras fatal 


to the inil.ience and prestige of a young, 
inexperienced ruler, who was supposed' 
to be hot-tempered ;.nd weak-mitd d. 


The E nperor either allowed or forced 


his greatest Minister to retire from pub- 
lic life. Released from the veteran's 
overshadowing ipHuenee, he has suc- 
ceeded in convincing his subjects and 
foreign nations that he is competent to 
direct with a strong hand the policies of 
the Empire. 


He has magnified his own influence 


until he is now credited with having 
more political authority than either his 
father or his grandfather had. This is 
because his Ministers take their orders 
from him and carry out his ideas in di- 
plomacy, domestic aft' lira and the man- 
agement of the military and naval servi- 
ces. His will is the supreme force m 
Germany. 


A practical, clear-headed German, he 


has underhtood the temper of his own 
people. They legarded England as 
their chief commercial lival. He bas 
contrived to thwart English diplomacy 
MI Eisteni Europe and to open the way 
for strengthening Germany's sea-power 
Mid gaining a foothold in China. These 
are popular policies in Germany, where 
there has been a great industrial revival 
diinixj the last twenty years, from 
which England has suffered. 


The Ivuperor is a martinet in family 


discipline. He exacts obedience from 
all meii'beis of the imperial family. His 
Bister, the Duchess of Sparta, did not 
follow his advice, and he punished her 
bv hii.uili.ij.iui; Greece during the recent, 
Cretan affair 
His brother. Princj 


Henry, is bis favc.-ite. and is sent out 
to Clilua in command of the German 
sr|>i,iflron. This is because Prince Henry 
yields himself completely to his will.

nili-r ot a oiihuty empire and he knows 
what f;?rrnay

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THE COUNTY ACCOUNT. 


The County Account, as it appears in 


another column, seems to have about it 
but few features of special interest. The 
income from all sources is about tue 
same us last year, exjept In the amount 
of temporary loans, wliicli were $10,000 
less in "97 than in '96. It seems also 
that taxes have been collected closer 
tsian in previous years, which would 
make a material difference in the amount 
of loans required. The amount of taxes 
MItli which the Commissioners charged 
themselves in '97 w»s $51,679 84; in'96 
k was $52 L'29 34. The outstanding taxes 
at the beginning of '97 amounted to 
*12 10S 41; at the end of the year they 
amounted to 810,241 S8. 


There seems to have been no extraor- 


ilinaiy expenses during the year and the 
business weut along in an uneventful 
way. 


The County's bonded indebtedness re- 


mains the same as last year—$1(3,817.24, 
though the lempoiary loans now out- 
siaudins are »3,500—$2 500 less than last 
5«ir. The county's total indebtedness 
is therefore reduced. 


The general expenditures are of much 


the same character as last year, and the 
amounts are relatively the same, the 
business of tho year being such as to re- 
quite no extraordinary expenditures. 


TAXED HIDES. 


The manufacturers of leather and of 


s'.oes, who find their profits sensibly de- 
creased and a part of their trade slipping 
away from them, are becoming alarmed. 
They are now making an organized ef- 
fort to secure the repeal on hides, and 
will invade Congress with petitions for 
relief. The ground of their appeals is 
\vry clearly and briefly stated by a pronai- 
nMit manufacturer, who says : 


The packers who are taking off the 


l-.irtes trotn cattle are now receiving Hi 
ct nta par pound for hides, while last year 
th«y were able to obtain only 9* cents 
per pound, sho.iiug <m advance ot 2cents 
jer pound, or, say, $1 50, which go«s to 
poking corporations, while the farmer 
receives no mor« than before. 
Taking 
the other aide, however, and estimating 
the extra cost to the fanner of shoes 
that he buys, on account, of the higher 
price on hides, we find a direct injury re- 
sulting from the present tariff. 


The farmers, in whose interest the 


frainerB of the Diugley tariff pretended 
to act when a duty was placed on hides, 
c-in now see who were the real parties 
that were the objects of protective solici- 
t'lde. As they trudge about on taxed 
FO'e leather they can do some profitable 
thinking.—1'ldla lieciird.

"That all the bonds of the United 
Slates issued or authorized to be issued, 
under the said acts of Congress herein- 
before recited, are payable, principal and 
interest, at the option of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, in silver dol- 
lors of the coinage of the Quited States 
containing 412} grains each of standard 
silver ; and that to restore to its coinage 
euch silver coins as a legal tender in pay- 
ment of said bouds, principal and inter- 
est, is not in violation of the public faith 
nor in derogation of the rights of the 
public creditor." 


The House voted against this resolu- 


tion yesterday.

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A COLUMN OF NOTES. 


COXCEIWOXG MANY DIFFERENT SUB 


JJSCTS IN 'WHICH THE FARMER 


IS INTERESTED. 


A o»lf dropped in the fall should be 


good one to lear—that is, of course, pro 
Tided it has good blood and i3 of likel 
appearance. The fall calf begins life i 
a warm world, and one in which flies ar 
not as troublesome as during the sum 
mer months, and the little animal has 
plenty of time to bey in to grow, and be 
comes weaned and accustomed to ha; 
and grass by the following spring, whei 
it is in first-rate condition to go to pas 
ture and proflt fully by the pastur 
grdfses. 
The fall call' has much tc 


recommend it, and thera is good reason 
to expect it to make a Bne cow. 


Sindy soils are always deficient in pot 


ash. Even if they bad this mineral they 
have usually so little vegetable matte 
that the potash forms an insoluble com 
pound by uniting with the sand. The 
potash in caustic ashes dissolves the sili 
cate of potash, and also helps itself nnti 
its caustic properties are lost. But old 
leached ashes are often quite as beneiv 
cial to sandy soils as are unleached 
They always contain some potash anc 
some phosphate, which the water used 
for leaching would not dissolve. 


Mr. G. L. McKay, of the Iowa State 


Dairy School, tells buttermakers if they 
wish to make unwashed butter uae about 
one-half more salt than usual, work the 
butter, say, for two minutes and then 
let it stand for three or four hours. The 
extra salt assists in expelling the mois- 
ture and will pass off with the butter- 
milk. Then rework. He has frenuent- 
ly seen butter made like this, where the 
brine was as c'ear as if the butter had 
been washed a couple of times. 


In all grain-growing districts straw is 


plentiful, and where it is used as feed it 
la reckoned, and rightly, as food of very 
inferior nutrition. The idea of using it 
to feed fattening stock is said to have 
originated with Joseph J. Mechi, a Lon- 
don Alderman, who a generation ago 
made his name famous by his writings 
on agricultural topics. lie largely im- 
ported linseed meal for fattening beeves. 
But he found that if cut hay was used 
to extend the ration only a small amount 
of the Unseed meal could be eaten with- 
out cloying the animals. If clover was 
used still less of the oil meal could be 
eaten. But- when he used cut straw 
which has no proteids, a good deal of 
meal could be eaten with relish, and the 
animals fattened faster. But when he 
fed Indian cornmeal with cut straw less 
of the cornmeal would be eaten than 
when fed with cut hay. This vindicates 
the practice of American farmers, who 
feed much Indian corn and comparative- 
ly little oil meal.

patch leaky roofs; put a board iloor in 
the stable and cowsheds; nail boards 
on the walls of barns and other out 
houses, if any are miasing. Snug up all 
your surroundings for the cold weather 
that is near.

The middleman is a necessity. If a 


farmer had a thousand bushels of wheat 
to sell he could never retail it. He is 
ompelled to sell in bulk or lose more 
than the wheat is worth. The middle- 
men are the distributers, and they are 
also consumers. The farmer can get rid 
of the middlemen to a certain extent by 
seeking markets near home for articles 
that are readily salable, siioh as butter 
and eggs, but if he buys from his neieh- 
bor any of the articles he sells then he, 
too, becomes a middleman, as he handles 
the product of his neighbor between the 
producer and consumer. 


If grapes ure bagged they will be par- 


tially protected from rot, insects and 
birds, but the bagging should be done 
just as soon as the little bunches are 
formed. The earlier the work is done 
the better. 


Spraying oC fruit trees and vines should 


ba done early, and it will be an advan- 
tage to do so during mild periods of win- 
ter. 
The trees may be affected with 


fungus on the trunks and limbs, and it 
is not necessary to wait until sap begins 
to flow or the buds to open. Spraying 
can be done at any time, as it is work 
that cannot he performed too f requen tly. 


When making whitewash use lime and 


skim milk and the whitewash will last 
longer. If a red color is desired use fresh 
bullock's blood, which will still further 
improve it. The mixture soon becomes 
almost insoluble. 


An open winter is the time to plow. 


It gives advance time for doing the 
spring work and it brings to the surface 
many insects which remain below the 
soil but which are easily destroyed when 
exposed to the frost out of the ground. 
It matters not how wet the ground may 
be when plowed in winter, as the freez- 
ing of the soil, when a cold spell comes, 
will pulverize it and reduce all lumps 
and clods. 


It miy surprise some to be told that it 


is almost time to set out early cabbage, 
but those who grow the earliest heads 
set them cut in cold frames and cover 
them at night. It is a laborious method, 
but the articles that pay best are those 
that require the most labor. 


The use of charcoal for pigs is general, 


and it proves beneDcial, but to derive the 
best results from its use the charcoal 
should be freshly burned. It is an in- 
digestible substance, its virture being be- 
lieved to be due to its capacity for ab- 
sorbing gases, which power is lost to a 
certain extent whan the charcoal has 
been exposed to the air for a time. If 
the old charcoal is heated in a hot fire 
for a few minutes, however, it will be 
restored to its original fresh condition. 


The really extravagant farmer is he 


who saves in baying seeds. There may 
be a difference iu seeds on the market, 
but to the farmer there should be no 
such thing in his vocabulary as "poor 
need." No seed is worth more than so 
much dirt if it is not strictly good and 
true to variety. The use of poor seed, 
which fails to germinate, and which 
compels the farmer to replant, may cause 
the loaa of weeks in the spring, making 
his crop late. And that is not all, for he 
also IOMB the advantage of the early 
raini and bis yield will thereby be reduc- 
ed. With certain crop* there is also a 
IOM In quality and prices.

Seasonable .Recipes. 


Baked Ice Cream.—Some Americai 


cooks call an ice cream inclosed in me- 
ringue a glace meringue. One of th 
best rules for this dessert is one quart o 
ricb cream, two even tablespoonfuis o 
gelatine soaked for two hours in a qnai 
ter of a cup of cold water and then melt 
ed in a cup of lioh milk heated boilin? 
hot. Stir the soaked gelatine in the ho 
milk until it ia entirely melted, and then 
strain it through a rice-strainer into the 
cream. Add a large tablespoonful o 
orange extract or lemon or any flavoring 
and a cup of sugar. Preeze the cream 
and lei it rest in the freezer or a monlc 
for at least two hours before preparing i 
for tlie table. When it is ready, turn i 
out of the mould or freezing tin on £ 
porcelain or stoneware dish and cover it 
roughly wjth a thick meringue of the 
whites of five eggs beaten with five 
tableapoocfuls of powdered sugar and 
flavored with half a teaspoonful of any 
flavoring that is preferred. 
Be carefu 


that the meringue covers the ice cream 
and the edge of the dish on which 
rests. Set the dish on a board in a hot 
oven, and let the meringue brown deli 
cutely. It will take from three to five 
minutes. Serve it at once. The cream 
will not be melted, for the meringue wil 
completely protect it from the heat, ane 
the board at the bottom will prevent the 
heat, reaching the dish. This is some 
times called "baked ice cream." 


Welsh Babbit.—Put into a s-iucepan ; 


tablespoonful of tomato ketchup, a tea 
spoonful of Worcestershire sauce and one 
pound of soft chopped Ameiicau cheese 
add half a teasuoouful of suit, a dash o 
red pepyer and a gill of water. 
Stand 


this over the tire, stir and beat rapidh 
until smooth. Pour at once over toast 
ed bread and serve. 


Lobster Loaf.—"Remove the meat from 


two good-sized boiled lobsters; chop 
rather Bne with a silver knife; add whili 
chopping a quarter of a pound of al 
monds cut into slices, a teaspoonful o 
otiion juice, a clove of garlic, tablespoon 
ful of chopped parsley, a teaapoonfnl o 
sail and a dash of pepper and the whites 
of two eggs. Mix thoroughly and pack 
into small moulds. Stand in a baking 
pan of water, put them in the oven foi 
twenty minutes and serve cold on lettuci 
leaves, with mayonnaise dressing. 


Chocolate Pudding.—One heaping tea 


spoonful of butter, one pint of milk, one 
pint of bread crumbs, live tablespoonfuls 
of giated chocolate or cocon, yokes of 
three eggs, one cupful of sugar. Scale 
or boil the milk, add the bread crumbs 
and chocolate. Take from the Hre anc 
add the sugar and eggs which have been 
beaten together, then the butter. 
Bake 


for fifteen minutes. When cold beat the 
whites of the three eggs with three ta 
blespoonfuls of sugar, for the meringue, 
spread on top of the pudding and bake ii 
light brown. Flavor both meringue and 
pudding with vanilla. 


Vanilla Sauce—Beat one eg? without 


separating until very light. Put one 
cupful of water and one-half of a cupfu 
of sugar over the flre and bring slowly 
lo a boil. When the sugar is completely 
di.ssulved turn in quickly one tablespoou- 
lul of cornstarch dissolved in a little 
cold water and stir until thick and clear. 
Simmer for five minutes, pour it slowiy 
into the beaten egg, alirring all the time. 
Add two tableppoonfuls of of vanilla and 
send at once to the table. 


Xoug.il.—Put one pound of granula- 


ted sugar into an iron skillet and stir 
constantly until melted and an amber 
color. Have ready one and a half cups 
of shelled almonds, or any nut desired, 
which have been warmed in a slow oven. 
When the sugar ia all melted and an 
amber color, add the nuts, stir until 
mixi'd and pour without delay into a 
greased pan. 


English Plum Pudding—Three cnp- 


tulsof flour, one cupful of bread crumbs 
two and one-half cupfuls oE beef suet 
chopped very line, four cupfuls of raisins 
atoned and chopped, four cupfuls of cur- 
itints picked, washed and dried, two cup- 
fuls of sugar, two ounces of citron chop- 
ped One, the juice of one lemon and four 
beaten eggs. Dredge a pudding cloth 
with flour, put iu the pudding, tie loose- 
ly, plunge in boiling water and boil for 
eight hours. 


Hot Water Sponge Cake.—In a mixing 


bowl break four eggs and baat until 
trothed then add two cupfuls of sugar 
and beat well together, then two cupfuls 
of Hour into which has been mixed three 
and one-half teaapoonfuls of baking pow- 
der ; lastly, two-thirds of a cupful of 
boiling water. Bake in two square tins. 
If desired, the cwo squares can be put 
together wHh frosting. 


White Sponge Cake or Angel Cake — 


On a large platter beat to a stiff froth or 
foam the whites of ten eggs; add one 
and one-half turnblerfuls of pulverized 
sugar. To one tumblerful of fine flour 
add one heaping teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar and a small pinch of salt. Sift all 
wice through a fine sieve. Add to the 
eggs and sugar, stirring lightly. The 
pan must not be greased. Turn on one 
side to cool when taken from the oven. 
This cake will require something over 
half an hour to bake in a mo derate oven.

seed meal, however, on the part of those 
uterested in its discussion, aad the ex-

strawberry beds slioiild be made, an 
those who contemplate having thetu ea 
not prepare the ground too soon. It, 
a fact that but few farmers, coinpnn 
lively, know how to grow strawlx'rri? 
II was for a long time believed that 
was ditlicult and laborious to grow then 
whan, in t'nct, there ia uo crop grown i 
a gardeu that can be produced so eaailj 
or which gives such valuable results 
proportion to co^t. They can be had o 
every farm and abunclanlly. Growe' 
who make their land produce nmxmiun 
crops have secured 10,000 quarts per aci 
but 5 000 quarts may be considered a 
excellent yield. To give some idea o 
how many quarts may be Krown on 
small garden patch of 25 by 100 fee 
which is less than one-tixteenth of a 
acre, 3110 quarts on fiuoh a space is at tl 
rate ol about 5,000 quarts per aero.
